Eden Slegr, the accused, called his new 
business at 55 W. Sierra Madre Blvd., Hospitality 
Network International, Cordischi said. 

The alleged theft was discovered in April when 
Reynard International moved from their former 
North Baldwin address to 348 W. Sierra Madre 
Blvd. 

Stephen Reynard and Tom Hammill, partners 
of Reynard International, reported the loss to the 
police and investigation has continued since then. 

Police obtained search warrants on Thursday, 
May 6, and served Hospitality Network Interna¬ 
tional at 55 W. Sierra Madre Blvd. and at Slegr’s

Special prosecutor Michael Pargament of the 
District Attorney’s office in Pasadena filed the case 
Monday morning. May 10, with charges of grand 
theft and special allegations of theft over $50,000. 
A warrant has been obtained for Slegr’s arrest and 
his arrest “is imminent,” Cordischi reported.

Mt. Wilson Trail 
in great shape

Mt. Wilson Trail Race runners take note. On 
race day. Memorial Day Saturday, May 29, you are 
guaranteed a very runable trail. 

The Mt. Wilson Trail is a steep, winding, narrow 
ribbon that was first established in our mountains in 
1864 by California pioneer Don Benito Wilson. It 
was so badly damaged, however, after our heavy winter 
rains, that in no way could it have taken the onslaught 
of the 250 runners who compete on race day. 

Four hundred hours of volunteer labor later, and 
thanks to Race Committee Chair Art Soderblom and 
his faithful, hardy group of workers, the trail has 
been converted from a hazardous mess to the best it 
has ever been. No easy task. Just as an example, 
everything needed to get the job done has to be carried 
up the steep trail which included 32 bags of cement 
weighing 60 lbs. each. These were used to build rock 
and mortar treads in several places that were very 
unsafe. 

We agree with Bud Switzer, himself a former 
trail race runner, who has been up on the trail taking 
pictures, that high praise and thanks should go to 
Soderblom and his group. It was a tough job well done. 

This is also a reminder that there is still time to 
enter the race. Applications are available at Sierra 
Madre City Hall or by calling Recreation Supervisor 
Donna Harriman 355-7135. The deadline for appli¬ 
cations to be received at City Hall is this Monday, May 
17 at 5 p.m. All runners must pre-register. Race 
numbers, shirts, etc., are picked up by registered 
runners on race day in Kersting Ct. beginning at 6 a.m. 
Starting gun time for the race is 7:30 a.m. at Kersting 
Ct. and Baldwin Ave. 

Entry fee is $20 with souvenir race T-shirt or $18 
without shirt. Age divisions start at 10 to 14 and 
go up to 60-plus and are open to men and women.

Employee of former business accused 
of stealing electric chargers 


Ricardo Carrillo of Pasadena was arrested 
early Tuesday and taken into custody in Sierra 
Madre jail for allegedly stealing three electric 
golf cart chargers from D and D Golf Carts, 
formerly located at 38 E. Montecito in Sierra 
Madre. The company has moved to Central Ave. 
in Duarte. 

Carrillo, an employee of the firm, allegedly 
attempted to sell the chargers, worth $400 each, 
at Los Cerritos Center, a mall in Cerritos. 

Ralph Sears, owner of D and D Golf Carts, 
reported to Detective John Cordischi of Sierra 


Madre Police, that he had been contacted by a 
business at the Cerritos mall. They told him that 
an employee was attempting to sell the chargers. 
Sears checked inventory and found three chargers 
missing, said Cordischi and Officer Mike Cobb, 
also of Sierra Madre Police. Cordischi reported 
that Carrillo admitted to stealing the chargers 
and signed a confession stating involvement. 

He said he stole the chargers in May, 1991, 
and had just now tried to sell them. 

He has been charged with felony grand theft 
and will be sent to county jail.

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Utility tax not 
the only answer 

Two weeks ago, we talked about how 
some of the businesses in Sierra Madre 
would be affected by a utility tax, namely 
a 6 percent tax since that is the one the 
City Council has been discussing. 

Some businesses would have to pay 
as much as $4320 extra a year for the tax, 
and one particular merchant said he “was 
sweating” at the possibility. 

How do these businesses stay in 
business? They cut waste, recycle where 
possible. They do not buy expensive 
new equipment if the older equipment 
can be repaired once more. They pare 
back personnel, cut hours, freeze salaries, 
even cut salaries. 

Granted, we need to come up with 
ideas if we are urging the City Council 
against installing the tax, so here are a 
few suggestions. 

Sierra Madre has a swelling number 
of volunteers, both young and more 
mature. Why not use these volunteers 
to cut back some of the paid personnel 
we employ in the city? 

We have many Sierra Madre stu¬ 
dents attending Pasadena High School, 
La Salle and Maranatha High School. 
There are also a number of local people 
who attend Pasadena City College. Don’t 
some or all of those schools implement 
a community credit program for the pur¬ 
pose of gleaning volunteer hours? 

Although we have singled out Sierra 
Madre students, perhaps youth from 
other tovms would pitch in to assist Sierra 
Madre in this time of need. 

We could set up a “bureau of vol¬ 
unteers” who would be interested in as¬ 
sisting the library, parks department, 
police, etc. The bureau could be headed 
by a paid person who could designate 
the area in which various volunteers 
would fit and set up a work schedule for 
these volunteers. Just off the top of our 
heads we can think of several talented 
volunteers who could head the bureau, 
also, and eliminate that paid person. 

How about rolling back the person¬ 
nel 10 years? We are sure there are more 
employees working within the city than 
there were 10 to 15 years ago. 

Although we have never requested 
holding an election to let citizens decide, 
this might be the time to suggest that, 
also.

• We read that 1992 was a “taxing” 
year for the American family, with federal, 
state and local taxes combined representing the 
largest item in a family’s annual budget, 
according a recent report by the Tax 
Foundation. We think they “ain’t” seen 
nothing yet what with towns beginning to 
adopt all sorts of money-making projects 
against its residents. 


There are increases in many federal taxes 
as well as state taxes. And now the towns are 
beginning to plan their attack, so to speak. 

That might be one of the reasons we 
are losing an employee who has decided to 
return to the Midwest because she can’t 
afford the insurance and fee costs here. 


No Utility User Tax 

I’m against the pro¬ 
posed Utility User Tax 
and here’s why. Recently, 
it was reported that if 
Californians added all 
their taxes together (sales 
tax. State tax, income 
tax, property tax, etc.), 
they would realize they 
pay upwards of 60 per¬ 
cent of their income on 
taxes. That means we 
work over seven months 
of the year to satisfy 
taxes! Thank God for 
the few write-offs we 
still have! 

A 6 percent increase 
in our utilities seems 
harmless enough, especi¬ 
ally if it bails us out 
of our money woes. 
However, it is only a 
stop-gap measure. What 
about next year? And 
the next? We have our 
State and this tax-happy 
Federal Administration 
coming after us...How 
much tax is enough? 
According to the recent 
Mayor’s report, the State 
is presently abducting an 
additional 35 percent of 
Sierra Madre’s property 
tax. (Property tax is 
our town’s major source 
of income). California’s 
red ink reminds me of the 
January rains. Last year 
California faced a major 
fiscal crisis, and this year 
is worse, much worse. 
There is no indication 
that 1994 will offer any 
reprieve, quite the con¬ 
trary. With our State 
growing in welfare pop¬ 
ulation and fast dwindling 
in tax-paying companies 
and citizens the immediate 
future looks grim at 
best. Coffers will con¬ 
tinue their anorexia. So 
where does this leave us? 
This is my concern. It’s 
a 6 percent increase now, 
but when the financial

drought spreads what 
will Sierra Madre do? 
Parking meters? More 
utility tax? A toll-road 
through town? 

I have a solution, but 
it’s radical. If I, as an 
individual, refused to pay 
my taxes, I would even¬ 
tually lose my home, be 
called foolish, and perhaps 
jailed. No one would 
really care. But what 
about an entire community, 
a town who refused to 
pay? What if we simply 
refused to let the State, 
whose wasteful spending 
and bad management 
continues as I write, rob 
our hard-earned tax 
dollars?

business as usual and put 
an end to this fiscal mad¬ 
ness. Taxing people into 
prosperity is like taking 
food from Somalians and 
expecting them to be gold 
medal Olympians. 

Until we stand up and 
say NO...all indicators 
point to another year with 
the City, County, State, 
and Federal Government 
saying we’re not paying 
our fair share. If we 
DON’T say no...and 
simply pay...they’ll be 
back for more. Assured. 

Reader, you might 
think this too crazy; too 
impractical, etc., but 
think about it. Look at 
the attention the ’92 riots 
received. Look how the 
State and the Feds stumbled 
all over themselves look¬ 
ing for a solution. I’m 
not proposing riots, 
however, I am suggesting 
quiet and determined 
civil protest against a 
system out of control. 
Something drastic is 
needed. Otherwise, be 
prepared to dig A LOT 
deeper in the years to 
come.

Cordischi warns everyone not to fall for 
this scam. “Do not send any money to 
anyone in this way. If you get any calls, 
call the U.S. Postal Service or the FBI. 
Their phone numbers are in the book,” 
Cordischi said. 

“There has been no loss that I know of 
but this is a big scam and everyone should 
be aware of the problem,” Cordischi stated.

S and R completes another* hairy saver’ 


By Jon Inskeep 


One of the shorter and less well-known canyons 
in our local area, San Olene Canyon, drops steeply 
down 2000 feet from Santa Anita Ridge to the bottom 
of Santa Anita Canyon below Roberts Camp. There 
is no trail in the canyon, and it’s not mentioned in most 
guidebooks. But because it’s very appealing where it 
crosses the paved road from Chantry Flats down to 
Roberts, it attracts many hikers. And because most 
of them are too inexperienced to negotiate the several 
short but steep waterfalls in the canyon, the Sierra 
Madre Search and Rescue Team is called several times 
every year for rescues in San Olene Canyon. 

Often the victims’ cries for help can be heard from 
the main parking lot at Chantry Flats. But the proxi¬ 


mity to the Ranger Station belies the dangers in the 
canyon bottom which is only a few hundred yards 
away. 

Such was the case last Saturday night when the 
Team was called out to rescue two people from the 
all-too-familiar situation in San Olene Canyon. Several 
hundred feet up from the road, one adult was imm¬ 
obilized with a sprained ankle, and a 12 year-old 
companion was stranded on a nearby rocky face. 

Eight Sierra Madre team members converged on 
the site. From above, the canyon can be accessed, by 
properly equipped climbers, from a cabin site below 
the Upper Winter Creek Trail, known to the Team

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Utility tax public hearing set for 
July 13; Windsor Lane to stay ‘as is’ 


Police reservists start 
patrol on bikes around 
Sierra Madre 


Sierra Madre City Council scheduled a public 
hearing for 6:30 p.m., Tuesday, July 13, to consider 
implementation of the adoption of a utility user tax 
and the first reading to adopt the tax. 

Another public hearing, on July 27, is set for 
the second reading and the adoption of the or¬ 
dinance setting the 6 percent tax. 

Windsor Lane received more attention Tues¬ 
day evening at the regular council meeting with 
Larry Twedell, Sandra Harp and Michael Lyon of¬ 
fering possible solutions to the north-south lane 
west of Kersting Court. 

They favored making it a one-way street going 
south, suggested speed bumps and urged a IS-MPH 
speed limit. Lyon said, “I feel that speed bumps are 
the only answer concerning reducing speed.” He 
added, “1 see no reason to make the street one-way 
but I can think of many reasons to put in speed 
bumps.” 

Kev Tcharkoutian, director of public works, 
did not agree and said he could not recommend 
speed bumps because of the liability factor and that 
installing them would set a precedent. He thought 
that southbound traffic between Montecito Ave. 
and the court would create confusion for Sierra 
Madre Blvd. 

Tcharkhoutian recommended that a stop sign 
be installed at Montecito and Windsor Lane with 
accompanying warning signs. 

City Councilman Gary Adams suggested clos¬ 
ing off Windsor Lane from Sierra Madre Blvd. and 
creating a walk-through instead of a drive-through. 
His motion lacked a second and died. 

After several minutes of discussion, the council 
decided to leave the traffic flow as it is, both north¬ 
bound and southbound, and “deal with it as sug¬ 
gested by Tcharkhoutian” which indicated the stop 
sign and an internal traffic study. 

Sitting as the Community Redevelopment 
Agency and the City Council, the group also gave a 
sign of approval to the capital project at 20-7'? N. 


Baldwin Avenue, a building razed after the earth¬ 
quake. The News will feature a future story concer¬ 
ning the new building. 

The council also gave a nod to the payment of 
$40,000 to the city of Pasadena to complete the 
resurfacing of North Michillinda Ave., a street on 
the west side of Sierra Madre that is shared by 
Pasadena. 

Councilman Gary Adams opposed Resolution 
93-15 which approves the application and plan for 
bicycle and pedestrian funds under Senate Bill 821. 
He said he felt it was supporting more unnecessary 
money given by the state for specific unnecessary 
projects. The resolution passed, however. 

The balance, according to Tcharkhoutian, is 
construction cost of $25,985 with the beginning of 
the year balance at $49,085. 

Resolution 93-16, authorizing participation 
through the Los Angeles County Community 
Development Block Grant Program, passed 
unanimously. Every three years the city must ex¬ 
ecute a three-year cooperation agreement for pro¬ 
posed programs within the city. This cycle will con¬ 
tinue through June 30,1997 with funding beginning 
July 1, 1994. The city will have control over its own 
CDBG funds based, of course, on program regula¬ 
tions. 

In other news, the council affirmed the Plann¬ 
ing Commission recommendation to deny a 
variance for a five-foot wrought iron fence and 
electric gate at 661 W. Orange Grove Ave. 

Councilman Lee Cline was the only opposition 
to affirm the action of the Planning Commission in 
granting the Conditional Use Permit for a two-story 
3780-sq.-ft. new single family dwelling. 

Cline was concerned when the owner of the 
Grandview property stated that her home had been 
in plan check since November, 1992. He asked that 
staff investigate why plan check took this long and 
“get on top of streamlining” the process. 


A bicycle patrol team, 
provided by the Sierra 
Madre Police Reserve 
Officers, has been intro¬ 
duced to the community 
this month. It is funded 
through the Reserve 
Officers Association. 

Officer Larry Pitkin 
and Officer Paul Salcedo 
are the first two members 
to become part of the 
team, volunteering their 
time with no remuneration. 

The program is designed 
to enhance enforcement. 
They feel that patrol 
vehicles are “too visible 
and noisy and walking 
‘is too slow for some 
situations.” Adding a 
bicycle patrol provides 
an effective alternative 
and bridges the area 
between foot patrol and 
vehicle patrol. 

According to Chief Bill 
Betts, “By adopting this 
innovative program, the 
dqaartment will expand the 
effectiveness of their 
current policing methods, 
increase officer visibility 


and bring the police 
officers closer to the peo¬ 
ple in the community in 
which they serve.” 

Areas where bicycle 
patrol is effective include 
both business and residen¬ 
tial areas, parks and 
schools. 

The Sierra Madre 
Bicycle Program is avail¬ 
able to participate in 
community relations pro¬ 
grams such as bicycle 
safety presentations to 
students at schools. It 
also expands the effective¬ 
ness of the officers work¬ 
ing city events such as 
the Fourth of July Parade, 
Wistaria Fete and activities 
in Memorial Park. 

Reserve officers are 
trained volunteers who 
patrol the community with 
full police powers. Any¬ 
one interested in becoming 
a part of the program, 
whether or not you live 
in Sierra Madre, should 
contact the Sierra Madre 
Police Department for 
applications.

"Sizing** is an excellent way to 
keep garments looking better - espe¬ 
cially during the summer months.

I was reading a news¬ 
paper story about so- 
called “transgenic” 
animals the other day, 
and when 1 finished 1 
felt rather off. The enor¬ 
mous buying power of 
the American medical 
industry has made it pos¬ 
sible for genetic engineer¬ 
ing companies to earn 
huge profits almost over¬ 
night. The hottest items 
on the genetic market are 
lab animals, such as mice, 
which have had human 
genes spliced into their 
DNA using recombinant 
technology. The spliced- 
in genes are usually the 
ones associated with 
grave illnesses. Thus, for 
a hundred dollars a pop, 
medical labs may order 
mice with a predisposition 
for cancer, heart disease, 
diabetes, and so on - guar¬ 
anteed to get sick. 

Perhaps it serves a 
useful purpose in the war 
against disease. Using 
mice may save humans. 
But in a materialist cul¬ 
ture which spends billions 
of dollars each year on the 
production, advertising 
and consumption of cig¬ 
arettes, and even more 
billions on the treatment 
of smoking-related dis¬ 


eases such as cancer, 
emphysema and heart 
disease, we have a right 
to be suspicious of the 
motives of certain cor¬ 
porations. 

What will they think 
of next ~ a genetic fix 
to make people less sus¬ 
ceptible to skin cancer 
due to increased UV 
radiation from the loss 
of the Earth’s ozone 
layer? Would we rather 
tinker with our DNA than 
change our lifestyle? 

Genetic engineering 
raises profound ethical and 
spiritual questions. And 
looking at the values 
other cultures hold toward 
the creation of God can 
help us find some answers. 
One American Indian 
tribe makes its decisions 
with the welfare of the 
7th generation yet to be 
born in mind. That’s 
long-range thinking; how 
many U.S. corporations 
think beyond the next 
quarterly balance state¬ 
ment? 

Once a year we observe 
Native American Aware¬ 
ness Sunday in our church. 
This Sunday, we’ll focus 
on the largest American 
Indian tribe, the Navajos. 
Worship with us and find 
a friend!

Pastor Anderson will 
be preaching from Luke 
13:22-35 - “Enter By the 
Narrow Door.’’ If ever 
there was a man who 
“marched to the beat 
of another drum,’’ it was 
Jesus. Repeatedly we 
find Jesus seeing life from 
a perspective that was 
entirely different from 
the people around Him. 
At times it is His enemies 
who differ with Him. At 
other times it is His own 
disciples who are at odds 
with Him. It is hard 
to be misunderstood. No 
wonder the prophet Isaiah 
described the Messiah as 
“a man of sorrows and 
acquainted with grief.” 

It is difficult to be 
out of step with most 
everyone else around 
you. In our text this 
week, Jesus speaks about 
the “narrow door” of 
salvation and how many 
people think it will open 
to them at the end of 


life, but in actuality they 
will be left out. If Jesus 
is right, how tragic that 
so many of us believe 
we are marching to the 
beat of the right drum, 
when we are not. May 
the contrast between 
Jesus and ourselves move 
us all to listen more 
carefully to the Word 
of God while there is 
still time to repent and 
believe the truth. The 
door is narrow and Jesus 
said there were only a 
few that would find it. 
Let these famous words 
from Jesue encourage you 
to : “Ask and you 
shall receive. Seek and 
you shall find. Knock 
and it shall be opened 
to you.”

Virtor Christen, a long¬ 
time member of the 
Sierra Madre Senior

“A River Runs through It” actually is the 
introductory novella for Norman Maclean’s 
trilogy of stories from his younger life. “Log¬ 
ging and Pimping and ‘Your Pal, Jim’” and 
“USFS 1919: The Ranger, the Cook and a Hole 
in the Sky,” come out of Maclean’s time spent 
logging on the Blackfoot River and working for 
the U.S. Forest Service in Montana.

1 admit, were it not for 
Maclean’s mastery of language, 1 would have 
skimmed right over some of these “techy” sec¬ 
tions. But like a good author, Maclean makes 
his points in these fishing details that carry over 
into his discourse on his family. If you love fish¬ 
ing (and fishing, 1 believe, you must love or hate 
with no in between), then you’ll thoroughly en¬ 
joy the story, for the fishing description alone is 
outstanding. But 1 also urge the literary, fishing- 
hating readers to pay attention to the poetry in 
the descriptions and the meanings in the midst 
of details, and not to the subject. The fishing 
illuminates much about the people and their re¬ 
lationships as well. 

fairy tale with incisive wit, killer casting, 
and the ability to keep you in your seat long 
after the credits pondering the possibilities and 
smiling with hope for the future. Can you 
imagine that elusive oxymoron - a truly sincere, 
altruistic politician?

What seemed to be a 
harmless fruit give-away 
program started by 
Carmella Lomboy of 
Sierra Madre has turned 
into a “no no” 
operation because of 
the possibility of tran¬ 
smission of the 
Mediterranean (Medfly) 
fruit fly. 

Since Sierra Madre is 
still in the quarantine 
area, no homeowners 
may remove fresh 
homegrown fruit or 
vegetables from their 
property. However, fruit 
and vegetables that are 
canned, baked, frozen or 
preserved may be given 
away. 

Some of the quaran¬ 
tined items include ap¬ 
ples, apricots, avocados, 
citrus, cherries, figs, 
grapes, guavas, 

kumquats, loquats, nec¬ 
tarines, peaches, pears, 
peppers, persimmons, 
plums and tomatoes. 

Excess fruit, according 
to a report from the 
Medfly office, should be 
double bagged in heavy 
duty, opaque, lawn/gar¬ 
den bags and left cur¬ 
bside on collection days 
for commercial garbage 
pickup. Anyone who is 
offered homegrown 
produce should advise 
the donor that it is 
illegal. 

Unfortunately, that 
means that Sierra 
Madreans (and people 
living in contiguous 
areas) may not pass ex¬ 
cess fruit back and forth 
across home fences 
unless that food is 
cooked or preserved in 
some way. 

Police can fine those 
not observing these rules 
at swap meets or open 
markets. However, ac¬ 


cording to Jim McRea, 
city administrator, police 
are not actively citing 
people in Sierra Madre. 
In fact, the police were 
not aware of the quaran¬ 
tine in Sierra Madre, 
probably because they 
had received no infor¬ 
mation from the U.S. 
Department of Food and 
Agriculture (USDA). 

Again, unfortunately, 
this means that children 
may not set up vegetable 
and fruit stands in town 
for extra change or for 
give-away. 

If the Medfly became 
established in California, 
backyard gardens and 
fruit trees, and commer¬ 
cial orchards and 
vegetables, would soon 
become infested. There 
would probably be a 
federal quarantine on 
most California produce 
and prices would soar. 
There would probably 
also be a massive incr¬ 
ease in the use ol 
pesticides and we would 
face trade embargos by 


foreign countries. 

The fruit fly is slightly 
smaller than a house fly. 
Its eyes are darkish blue 
and it has picture wings. 
The thorax is shiny black 
with yellowish-white 
bands. Its abdomen is 
yellowish with two 
silvery cross bands. Its 
wings, normally 

drooping, are banded 
and blotched with 
yellow, brown and 
black. 

The Medfly causes a 
great deal of damage 
wherever it is found. A 
native of Africa, it has 
spread ihoughout the 
subtropical regions of 
the world. In addition to 
using traps to detect the 
presence of Medflies, 
specially trained teams 
take samples of ripening 
fruit throughout the 
areas where Medflies 
have been trapped for in¬ 
spection. 

Cooperative Medfly 
Project staff continue 
the eradication effort 
that began last fall and it

Government team takes 
first on Bill of Rights 


A “better balanced’’ 
team which was “more 
committed’’ was the 
Arcadia High School 
advanced placement gov¬ 
ernment class which beat 
out 47 other teams to 
win a three-day nation¬ 
wide “We the People... 
The Citizen and the Con¬ 
stitution’’ competition 
in Washington, D.C. last 
week Monday. 


Ron Morris, who has 
coached the AHS partici¬ 
pation in the competition 
^or the last five years, 
»used “balanced,” “com¬ 
mitted” and “solid all 
the way through” to des¬ 
cribe the winning team, 
which made it to the nat¬ 
ional test after winning 
the local Congressional 
District and the state level. 
Arcadia students have 
won the district compet¬ 
ition each year and this 
was their second trip to 
Washington, D.C., as 
two years ago Arcadia 
finished in the top 10. 

During a party at the 
Old Post Office, this 
year’s team learned that 
it had become one of the 
10 finalists and would 
compete in the finals in 
the Dirksen Office Build¬ 
ing. One of two teams 


selected for taping, the 
six groups of four or five 
students gave four-minute 
prepared presentations 
and then answered ques¬ 
tions on the Bill or Rights. 

Anne Jensen, one of 
the AHS team members, 
said that Arcadia was 
“flawless,” that during 
the question and answer 
period “someone knew 
everything.” 

With 1200 participants 
in attendance, awards 
were presented at a ban¬ 
quet held at the Grand 
Hyatt Hotel on Monday 
night. When Colorado, 
which Arcadia students 
estimated to be their big¬ 
gest competition, was 
announced as second place 
winner, the local team 
knew it would be first 
out of the 48 teams. 

Jensen was not sur¬ 
prised that they won 
because “we studied 
really hard.” Another 
teammate, Brett Broge, 
said that they went (to 
D.C.) wanting to win, 
but it was “kinda unbeliev¬ 
able to win.” Morris 
said that he too was 
“pretty sure, but you just 
never know.” 

As to their commitment, 
Jensen said each one of 
the 28-member team spent 


about 150 hours in pre¬ 
paration just since the 
first competition in Decem¬ 
ber. In addition to class 
time, each group would 
get together independently 
to do research and to study. 
Asked if they would do 
it again knowing of the 
time commitment, Broge 
and Jensen said, “Absol¬ 
utely!” 

Friday, May 14 has been 
designated “Constitution 
Day” on the Arcadia High 
campus. Students have 
been asked to wear red, 
white and blue as members 
of the government team 
are honored in assemblies. 

Members of the team, 
which won the competition 
directed by the Center for 
Civic Education, are listed 
in their individual groups:

Even though managers 
and other representatives 
of several hotels located 
in Arcadia spoke in 
opposition to an increase 
in the city’s Transient 
Occupancy Tax, often 
referred to as “bed tax,” 
the council last week 
voted 3-2, with Council- 
Robert Harbicht and 
Bob Margett opposing, 
to increase the tax from 
eight to 10 percent. 

The hotel speakers 
pointed out that Arcadia’s 
lower tax was a selling 
point in attracting bus¬ 
iness to the community 
and that with hotel occu¬ 
pancy being down, “now 
is not the time for tax 
increase.” Councilman 
George Fasching explained 
that the city depends on 
taxes to run the city and 
that this additional revenue 
is needed to support 
city programs. 

The council voted 
unanimously to abandon 
two parcels on Greenfield 
Ave., located north of 
Live Oak. These par¬ 
cels, which were portions 
of a cul-de-sac before 
the street was put through, 
will automatically become 
the property of the 
individuals who own the 


property adjacent to the 
parcels in question. 

Ken Marston, president 
of the Arcadia Fire¬ 
fighters Association, 
addressed the council to 
announce that members 
of his organization would 
offer to defer their cur¬ 
rent contractual pay raise 
for the fiscal year 1993-94. 
The firefighters join 
several other employee 
groups who have made 
this offer because of the 
shortfall the city will 
realize next year. 

In thanking the fire¬ 
fighters for their offer. 
Council Harbicht said, 
“If I had a hat. I’d 
take it off to you.” 

In other action, the 
council, acting as the 
Arcadia Redevelopment 
Agency, voted 5-0 to 
approve a six-month 
extension of the exclusive 
commercial real estate 
brokerage contract of 
Hayes & Company to 
market two parcels at 
Second Ave. and Hunt¬ 
ington Dr. 

The council also 
approved the design 
review of the proposed 
two-story addition to the 
existing Robinsons-May 
building at Santa Anita 
Fashion Park. A repre¬ 


sentative from the arch¬ 
itectural firm of Abrahamian 
Pagliassotti & Tanaka 
said that the addition 
would match the “vocabu¬ 
lary” of the existing 
building, in that, when¬ 
ever possible, the same 
materials and colors 
would be used. 

Jim Dale, Arcadia 
finance director, discussed 
budget issues with the 
council and brought up 
such suggestions as closing 
Wilderness Park except 
during the summer, 
adding a business license 
for horse trainers and a 
fee for garage sale permits 
and deleting summer 
help in public works 
as well as reducing street 
sweeping in commercial 
areas and reducing race 
track traffic control. 


No action was taken 
on any of these items, 
however, councilmen 
did share some of their 
feelings and concerns 
with these budget cuts and 
revenue enhancement 
issues.

Santa Anita Park CEO dies of ALS 


Robert Paul Strub, 
chairman of the board 
and chief executive officer 
of the Los Angeles Turf 
Club, Inc., died last Wed¬ 
nesday at the age of 74. 
He revealed last November 
that he was suffering from 
Amyotrophic Lateral 
Sclerosis, commonly 
known as Lou Gehrig’s 
Disease. 

Strub, who was the son 
of one of the leading 
founders of Santa Anita 
Park, held various pos¬ 
itions at the race track 
and was elected pres¬ 
ident in 1960, two years 
after the death of his 
father. Dr. Charles H. 
Strub. 

A native California, 
Robert Strub attended 
Occidental College, Menlo 
Junior College and was 
a member of the class of 
1941 at Stanford Univer¬ 
sity. During World War 
II, he was a captain in 
the U.S. Army Signal 
Corps. 

Active throughout his 
career in civic organiza¬ 
tions and trade groups 
within the horse racing 
industry, he received one 
of the sport’s highest 
honors, the Eclipse Award 
of Merit, in February. 
He was given the first 


William H. May Award 
for distinguished service 
to racing in 1986 by the 
National Association of 
State Racing Commis¬ 
sioners. 

Strub is survived by his 
wife Betty, their seven 
children and nine grand¬ 
children.
